Settlers fear for security

JORDAN Valley settlement 
leaders were up in arms yesterday 
over the IDF removal of road- 
blocks both north and south of 
Jericho. 

The roadblocks on both sides 
of the. main artery through Jeri- 
cho, which were removed in ac- 
cordance with the Oslo Accords, 
had been in place since the Pales- 
tinian Authority moved into Jeri- 
cho in 1994. 

Tami Atiya, a spokeswoman 
for the Jordan Valley Settle- 
ments’ Committee, said that the 
residents’ concerns have to do 
not only with security but also 
with politics. 

“There is now nothing to mark 
a border,”’ Atiya said. “There is 


no roadblock or even a sign. We 
are concerned that the PA will 
use this to claim more land in the 
area.”” 

Atiya said that both the IDF 
and the area settlements will soon 
be increasing patrols as a result of 
the removal of the blockades. 
Other blockades on roads leading 
from Jericho to Jerusalem have 
been removed over the last few 
weeks. 

According to David Ethayani, 
head of the settlements’ commit- 
tee, a car with armed Palestinian 
police drove from Jericho τό 
Quja -yesterday -- unescorted by 
an IDF patro] and in violation of 
the Oslo accords — 85 soon as the 
roadblocks were removed.

desire for peace. Like most Westerners, he 
could not understand how an obviously intelli- 
gent leader like Assad failed to realize that no 
Israeli government could be more eager to make 
concessions than the present Meretz-Labor co- 
alition. Surely the Syrian ruler must know that a 
missed opportunity now means an indefinite 
postponement of Syria's return to the Golan. 

What none of these observers seems to com- 
prehead is that Assad’s assessment of his adver- 
saries is far superior to theirs. He may not be 
familiar with what American historian James 
MacGregor Burns has said about negotiations: 
“History shows again and again that if you stick 
to your guns and don’t compromise unduly, 
your sheer persistence is such that people will 
come around to you. There is something im- 
pressive about someone who is not constantly 
compromising and retreating.”* 

But he obviously needs πὸ such sage advice. 
Like all dictators in this century, Assad realizes 
the tremendous advantage an absolute ruler bas 
over democracies. While democratic leaders, 
reflecting the wishes of their electorate, are 
committed to the pursuit of peace, dictators are 
accountable to no one. They can manipulate the 
negotiations as cynically and as long as they see 
fit. And they can be certain their peace-hungry 
adversaries will indeed ‘‘come around.’ 

The distance Assad has managed to make 
Israel and the US travel since the negotiations 
began is nothing short of stunning. When the 
Labor-Meretz government came to power, it 
was expected that its dovishness would delight 
the Syrians. And as if on cue, diplomats and 
Statesmen visiting Damascus returned with 


‘|. glowing reports of Assad’s seriousness about 


reaching an agreement. Then-foreign minister 
_ Shimon Peres spoke of ‘“‘sensational’* develop- 
~"ments. ~ 
Encouraged, the government began talking of 


‘|’ ἃ “painful” withdrawal, a euphemism for al- 


most total retreat. But it still insisted on tough 
security measures: a drastic reduction in Syria’s 
armed forces; a demilitarized zone up to and 
beyond Damascus; a Syrian withdrawal from 
Lebanon; the termination of Syrian support for 
terrorist groups, both Palestinian and Lebanese-

There were no elec- 
tions to an Indian parliament, 
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open to Indians to assert their 
right to liberty, self-determina- 
tion and representative 
government.

Tolerance in the Mideast? Don’t mention ἢ 


OW tolerant should one 

be of an academic institu- 

tion that advertises a con- 

ference titled “15 Tolerance Pos- 

sible in the Middle East?” and 

then proceeds to ignore that topic 

. entirely, or at best only touch on 

it in passtag. This is exactly what 

the Jerusalem Spinoza Institute 
did last week. 

In three days of sessions at the 
Jerusalem Khan Theater, the 
conference provided some fasci- 
nating lectures and some medio- 
cre ones, as is normal at such 
events, But even the best speak- 
ers barely addressed the ostensi- 
ble topic of the conference. At its 
worst, the conference was a mo- 
bilized “politically correct” aca- 
demic forum for one-sided advo- 
cacy of the Palestinian cause, 
including proposals for dividing 

‘Jerusalem, which went 
unchallenged. 

The hints of political correct- 

* ness were reinforced when, after 
the assassination of prime minis- 
ter Rabin. the conference orga- 
nizers added a topical session on 
events in Israel entitled “Political 
Intolerance in Israel.” as op- 
posed to the term “tolerance.” 
which was used in connection 

.. with the rabidly intolerant Mid- 
dle Eastern nations and religions 

. surrounding Israel. 

“ὦ The official tapic is a fascinat- 

ing one; certainly in a Middle 

1 East that is rife with religious fun- 

damentalisms — especially Mos- 

lem and Jewish - that are at a 

particularly intolerant stage and 
with relatively young conflicting 


nationalisms that are at similarly 
nasty stages in their 
development. 

Must the Middle East continue 
to be so? What could be done, if 
anything, to make its conflicting 
groups more tolerant of each oth- 
er? And, more specifically, is 
there hope for greater tolerance 
between the Israelis and the Pal- 
estinians, who are so territorially 
intermingled in this tiny country, 
as a basis for a tolerably peaceful 
coexistence between them? 
Should toferance be extended to 
groups that are themselves noted 
for their own intolerance? Barely 
ἃ word was uttered on these 
issues. 

There were some interesting 
presentations: the better ones 
concentrated on issues of minor- 
ity rights in ethnically and reli- 
giously mixed societies. 

Prof. Yoram Dinstein, presi- 
dent of Tel Aviv University and 
an expert in international law on 
minority rights, noted that mere 
tolerance was ἃ passive attribute 
and was less of a challenge and 
less admirable than the ability to 
maintain dialogue and foster co- 
operation between different 


ups. 

He pointed out that under in- 
temational law today, the melt- 
ing-pot approach, by which 
members of minority cultures or 
immigrant groups were expected 
to assimilate into the homoge- 
neous majority cultures, was out- 
lawed.

When it came to mere tolerance, 
organized religions often chose to 
ignore distinctly different reli- 
Sions but were intensely intoler- 
ant of deviant members within 
their own ranks, 

He cited the opposition of all 
religions to the right of their 
members to opt out of the reli- 
gion, despite the assumption that 
freedom of religion shouid in- 
clude the right to freely choose 
one’s religious affiliation. A re- 
cent example is Israel's Ashke~ 
nazi Chief Rabbi Yisrael Lau, 
who retumed ecstatic from a 
meeting with the Pope in Rome, 
but went to great lengths to pre- 
vent a conference at Tel Aviv 
University which featured the 
Bishop of Paris, Cardinal Lus- 
tiger. The cardinal had “had the 


temerity” to convert from Juda- 
ism to Catholicism after having 
been saved as 2 young boy during 
the Holocaust by finding refage 
in a Catholic monastery. 

Prof. Bhikku Parekh, formerly 
of India and a professor of philos- 
ophy at Hull University in En- 
gland, delivered one of the more 
thoughtfal papers on the issue of 
minority rights. He suggested 
that the entire concept of minor- 
ities, a peculiar product of the 
modern nation-state. should be 
reconsidered. 

Much of the problem in mod- 
em liberal democratic societies 
derived from the clash between 
the liberal concept of personal 
equality and personal rights and 
the collective nature of minority 
Tights, where such rights were 
conferred on entire communities 
whose institutions served as me- 
diators for the delivery of those 
rights to their individua} mem~ 
bers, be said. 

Demands for the assimilation 
of minorities were misguided be- 
cause such assimilation was in ef- 
fect impossible, he said, Minority 
rights must include: the right of 
access to one’s cultural heritage; 
guaranteeing multicultural cur- 
ricula in state-funded schools; the

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Budget likely to pass in 
early morning session 


THE 1996 budget seemed likely 
to pass by a comfortable majority 
early this morning, after a six- 
hour debate which lost soundly to 
basketbali stac Mickey 
Berkowitz’s final game in the 
competition for MKs* 
attendance, 

With both the Arab parties and 
the haredi parties having prom- 
ised to abstain on the vote in ex- 
change for partial satisfaction of 


their financial demands, the gov- - 


erument could command 58 votes 
to the opposition’s 47, if every 
MK showed up. 

The Economic Arrangements 
Law accompanying the budget, 
which has been the subject of a 
round-the-clock debate for the 
past three days, was expected to 
pass at the same time as the 
budget. 

The vote on this law was origi- 
nally scheduled for 6:30 p.m. yes- 
terday, which would have given 
the MKs time to watch the ball 
game afterwards, during the bud- 
get debate, and then retum for 
the vote on the budget, which was 
scheduled for “‘no earlier than 1 
am."" 

However, when it became 
clear that the debate on the law 
would not finish by this time, the 
House Committee unanimously

agreed to defer the vote until the 
Same time as the budget vote, 
leaving MKs free to go watch the 
game without worrying about 
missing a vote. 

By the end, all the MKs were 
getling tired of the marathon de- 
bate on the Arrangements Law, 
and therefore agreed to limit 
Speaking time during the final 
hours to five minutes per MK 
rather than five minutes per pro- 
posed amendment, of which 
there were thousands. 

However, it had already 
dragged on long enough that the 
key portion of the budget debate 
~ the summary statements by Fi- 
nance Minister Avraham Shohat 
and Likud Chairman Binyamin 
Netanyahu — occurred during the 
middle of last night, thereby 
guaranteeing the least possible 
Press coverage of the issues. 

A joint Knesset Finance-For- 
eign Affairs and Defense com- 
mittee finally approved the de- 
fense budget yesterday 
afternoon, after the Finance 
Committee in the moming passed 
an amendment to the Basics of 
the Budget Law to increase Knes-

Under the amendment, some 
50 or 60 line items involving the

Several second-reading votes 
on proposed amendments to the 
Economic Arrangements Law 
also took place yesterday mora- 
ing. but generated little 
excitement. 

The long school day amend- 
ment, which last year forced the 
government to withdraw the Ar- 
rangements Law for fear that it 
would pass, was easily defeated 
this year, 47-31-3. (sig For- 
eign Minister Eli Dayan, the ar- 
chitect of last year's near victory, 
withdrew his own amendment 
this year before the vote and vot- 
ed against the identical amend- 
ment by Meir Sheetrit (Likud),

Patriarch wants agreement between 
non-Catholic church and Israel 


GREEK Orthodox Patriarch 
Diodoros 1 yesterday issued an 
open call for a legally binding 
agreement with Israel. 

The call; the first by a non- 
Catholic church, came doring the 
patriarch’s traditional response to 
President Ezer Weizman and Re- 
ligious Affairs Minister Shimon 
Shetreet at the president’s annual 
new year’s reception for the 
heads of the Christian communi- 
ties at Beit Hanassi.
